NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 4—

The cen ter of a gulf hurri­ 
can e passed over New Orlean s 
just after d awn tod ay an d head ed 
toward the Misissippi coast. 
The U. S. weather bureau said 
at 7:30 A. M. (EST) that the calm 
in d icated the cen ter or eye of the 
storm was over the busin ess sec­ 
tion of the city. 
The 
bureau 
pred icted 
win d s 
w'ould pickup again to almost the 
previous velocity after the d ead 
eye passed to the n ortheast part. 
As part of the city was cover­ 
ed by the calm, a city win d of 75 
miles an hour an d gusts up to 95 
miles an d hour were reported at 
Moisan t In tern ation al Airport 12 
miles to the west. 
The weather bureau 
said 
the 
cen ter would also past just west of 
Biloxi, Miss , before n oon . 
The n ortheast course of the 
storm was a rad ical chan ge of d i­ 
rection for the hurrican e, which 
had 
been 
expected 
to 
streak 
through cen tral Louisian a after 
hittin g the coast seven ty miles 
southwest of New Orlean s tod ay. 
Lt. D. N. Sellers, aerologist of 
the n aval air station 
on 
Lake 
Pon ehartrain said the win d d rop­ 
ped from a 45-mile gale to a calm 
within five min utes there. 
Previously the n aval station had 
I record ed a win d of I miles an 
j hour when its in strumen ts wen t 
; out because of power failure.

The weather bureau said 6 .7 1 
I in ches of rain had fallen in New 
Orlean s d urin g the 24 hours pre­ 
ced in g the arrival of the eye, in ­ 
clud in g 4.23 in ches in past six 
■ hours. 
Between four thousan d an d five 
thousan d person s in the New Or­ 
lean s area had left their homes be­ 
fore d aybreak, fleein g to more 
sturd y 
build in gs 
or

groun d . 
There was a threat of wid e­ 
spread flood in g from 
the 
gulf 
waters backed up by the win d in ­ 
to the lakes an d bayous to the 
n orth an d east of New Orlean s. 
Lake Pon tchartrain , to the n ortli 
of the city, was risin g from silt 
in ches to a foot an hour. At 6:3® 
A. M. (EST) U. S Army en gin eer* 
said the lake level was n early five 
feet above sea level. 
New' Orlean s itself is protected 
from the lake by a high sea walL 
However, the waves were report­ 
ed washin g over an earthen em­ 
ban kmen t alon g the lake shore in 
Jefferson Parish (coun ty) imme­ 
d iately to the west. Water d riven 
in from the gulf by the storm last 
Sept. 19 flood ed about 50 mile* 
of Jefferson Parish, in clud in g an 
exten sive resid en tial section .

The west coast maritime strike is j 
a major milestone in the unfold­ 
ing history of labor law. 
It is a test of the government’s 1 
power under the Taft-Hartley Act. 
This is the first case in which a 
strike has taken place after the 
exhaustion of the “ national em­ 
ergency” procedures of the act. 
An 80-day “ cooling-off period'’ 
expired yesterday. An anti-strike 
injunction was dismissed. And the 
tieup began. 
President Truman told his news 
conference that he was powerless 
to do anything further to stop the 
strike except through negotiations. 
Actually, there is one more -.tep 
to be taken under the national 
emergency provision of the law. 
The pre.-ident is supposed to send 
a report to Congress recommend­ 
ing “ appropriate action.” 
But this step means little in 
the 
present case because Con­ 
gress is not in session and isn t 
scheduled to be until January. 
So the 
president's hands are 
tied, but it is possible that the 
hands of R obert N. Denham are 
not. Denham is the general coun­ 
sel of the National Labor R elations 
Board. 
Under a different section of the 
law. Denham, whenever he form­ 
ally charges a union or an em­ 
ployer with an unfair labor prac­ 
tice, cml seek a temporary in­ 
junction to block the alleged un­ 
fair practice pending a decision 
by the five-man N LR B. 
It was under this provision that 
Denham 
got an 
injunction, re­ 
quiring John L. Lewis to bargain 
with the Southern Coal Producers 
Association, 
and 
another 
re­ 
quiring the International Typo­ 
graphical Union to drop its “ no­ 
contract” policy. 
The principal union involved in 
the west coast dispute is the CIO 
Long>horemen’s Union headed by 
H arry Bridges. 
Denham has accused this union 
of an unfair labor practice in sock­ 
ing to continue its hiring hah-. 
These hiring halls 
are 
places 
where the union signs up job ap­ 
plicants and furnishes them in ro­ 
tation to the employers as need 
ed. 
Denham says these hi ing halls 
violate the Taft-Hartley Act be­ 
cause they favor members of the 
union. 
Sim ilar hiring halls on the Great 
Lakes have already been ruled il­ 
legal by the five-man N LR B . 
Since the hiring halls comprise 
one of the issues in the west era st 
dispute.

The 
advent 
of 
.speedier nationwide 
worldwide air parcel post 
ervice S e pte m ­ 
ber I brings back to minds of old-timers the 
introduction of similar surface operations 
35 y ears ag**. It w as in 19 13 according to 
Postmaster W E. Passm ore of W ashington 
C. H . that parcel post first made its a ppe a r­ 
ance in the United States. 
The service at that time was established 
prim arily to aid farm er 
and 
hamlets, lo­ 
cated off the beaten paths, in expediting 
their products to m ark et and, in turn, re­ 
ceiving sorelv needed goods 
from 
larger 


cities. However, mail order houses and oth­ 


er establishments were quick to realize its 


value. 


Transportation facilities in those 
day s 


w ere still slow' and tedious. Motor-driven 


vehicles w ere few and the roads which they 


traversed were frequently impassable. Too, 


trains w e re giving off m ore 
spark s 
and 


smok e and less speed than 
today . 
There 


were no commercial planes rn those day s, 
cither, and only the foolhardy visioned the 
rapid approach of this air age. 


Then it took day s to transport parcel post 
pack ages across the country . Som e parcels 
were forced to go by virtually every m ov­ 
able convey ance before they reached their 
destination 
particularly to the more re­ 
m ote sectors. 


From that modest beginning, parcel pf /st 
has grown to become an integral cog in the 
far-flung A m erican postal operations. Its 
annual poundage, 
k eeping step with the 
progress of transportation, has soared from 
a few million to billions of pounds of as­ 
sorted commodities.

to employ the fastest 
m eans of transportation to move the mails, 
the Post Office D epartm ent is adding the 
link necessary to give the United States the

Two Ty pes 
There are two ty pes of hearing 
aid receivers: air conduction and 
bone conduction. Variations in tone 
and amplification can he obtained by 
adjustment of individual controls. 
Certain bone receivers tend to bring 
out the lower tones and mask the 
higher ones so that the voice sounds 
louder and deeper. This will mak e 
the consonants less clear 
A hearing aid may cause a aqueal- 
ing noise when it is turned on to its 
fullest extent, unless the ear piece 
provides an airtight seal For this 
reason, the best re-uhs with hear­ 
ing aids 
especially in difficult cases 
seem to be secured when a molded 
plastic ear piece is obtained 
Speech, which is the ty pe of sound 
the deaf mostly need to hear, is 
made up of a complex pattern of 
sound waves. The loudness of speech 
is measured in what are k nown as 
decibels. The average speech vanes 
in loudness between 30 and CO deci­ 
bels, but this is not constant be­ 
cause the vowel sounds arc, fn gen­ 
eral, lower than those made by the 
consonants. 


Magnify Sounds 
It is the function of a hearing 
aid 
to magnify these sounds just as 
glasses magnify print. However, in 
some cases, due to the intricate na­ 
ture of speech, the increase in vol 
time may result in a distortion of

Most good hearing 
aids, howes er, will cause no such 
difficulty until the loudness reaches 
120 decibels. 
The ability to hear sound depends 
upon a number of factors in the 
deafened person, such as the amount 
of loss in each of the speech ty pes. 
For example, some people may he 
unable to hear high tones, while 
others mav not hear low tones. A 
second factor of importance is the 
amount of damage to the nerve 
of 
hearing. These things m usf

Speech Loudness 
As I have mentioned above,

Those persons 
i with a hearing loss of less than 30 
decibels usually have little trouble 
with ordinary day -to-day conversa­ 
tion, but they may have some trou­ 
ble at a lecture or at. the theater 
Those with losses between 30 and 
40 decibels mise the quieter speech 
sound and often complain that peo­ 
ple are mumbling

find hearing aids of definite useful- 
ne a, particularly when a number 
of people engage in conversation. 
Those who have a loss between 40 
and BO decibels cannot follow the 
I conversational voice and need hear- 
i mg anis for daily use.
